Wreck of Camp Couch at Caldwell, Kas., 
by a Terrific Storm—Many 
Narrow Escapes. 


The Oyclone ‘Widespread and the Destruo- 
tion to Life and Property Very 
Extensive. 


CaLpweit, Kas., May 17.—[{Special.]—The 
Oklahoma colony at Camp Couch, just south of 
Caldwell, Kas,, was visited by a terrific storm 
about 11 o’clock Friday night which wrecked 
the camp. Nearly the entire colony, number- 
ing about 200, sustained a heavy loss. The 
storm completely demolished twelWwe large 
tents, badly damaged all the rest, and over- 
turned and smashed four of the best wagons in 
the camp. The tempest came from the south- 
east, drenching ana sweeping all betore it. 

Col. Crocker’s tent was the first torn: up. It 
was scattered in fragments down the side of a 
high hill, while the contents of the same were 
badly scattered in the wake of the storm from 
fifty to 300 feet. 

Cries for help could be beard in every direc- 


tion, and rescumg parties, by the lightning 


flashes, could de seen hastening to the scene 
of destruction. Capt. Couch immediately 
sprang to his feet on hearing cries for help 
from the badly blown tent of Mr. Echliburger 
and wife, and found them struggling beneath 
the débris. Echiburger received a terrible 
and ugly cut over the right eye, while Mrs. 
Echlburger was badly bruised. 

Capt. Couch then ran to the assistance of 
Mrs. Haines and children. Entering the tent 
he found Col. Crocker and T. Miner doing all 


they could to prevent the storm from destroy- 


ing all within. Soon, however, a beavy crash 
followed, and, despite all their offorts, every- 
thing wasinaheap. As the tent fell one of 
the tiying timbers struck Crocker square on 
top of the head, knocking him senseless to the 
ground, 

Wagons were actually carried clear over 


some of the tents and smashed to pieces. 
A married woman in bed with a babe awoke 


and found the fragments of her tent and fall- 
ing timbers piled in a heap about her and her 
slumbering child. No one was killed or dan- 
gerously wounded. While the boomers feel 
their heavy and unexpected loss, none seem 
the least discouraged in their efforts to settle 
in Oklahoma, 


FROM THE DISPUTED TERRITORY. 

LAWRENCE, Kas., May 16.—[Special.]—The 
severest rains known for yeass have fallen in 
Northern Oklahoma and Southern Kansas in 
the last forty-eight hours.

CYCLONE WITH BIG HAIL-STONES. 

KIgwWIx, Kas., May 17.—[Special.j—A de- 
structive and fatal cyclone passed through 
Rooks County the 15th about 4 p. m., starting 
near the line between Osborne and Rooks 
Counties, at the southeast corner of Medicine 
Township, and following a westerly course, 
dealing death and destruction throug hout the 
pathway of its entire course. Nearly fifty per- 
sons were injured. Among the killed 
are the Rev. Mr. Grimes, wife, and 
child. A. child, name unknown, fatally 
injured. George Campbell missing, supposed 
to have been killed. S. J. Johnson, brother of 


M. H. Johnson, the banker of this city, badly. 


injured by fallmg timbers in a stable where 
he had taken refuge from the storm. His 
team of mules broke the fall of the tim- 
bers to some extent, and probably saved 
the young man’s life. It is needless 
to remark that the mules escaped 
uninjured, The loss at Bull City and Stock- 
ton consists of chimneys blown down and 
window-glass broken by hail. Some hail- 
stones measured fourinches in diameter. At 
this point but little damage was done, the only 
item of importance being the roof on the 
porch in front of the Commercial House, 
which was blown off and carried fully a block 
away, barely missing the residence of Mr. 
Henerie, damaging the building to the extent 
of $50.. The damage in Rooks County cannot 
be fully estimated at nm but will prob- 
ably reach $50,000. 


SEVERE STORMS IN SOUTHERN KANSAS. 

INDEPENDENCE, Kas., May 17.—One of tne 
heaviest and most severe rain-storms that have 
ever visited Southern Kansas occurred last Fri- 
day, flooding Elk and Verdigrass Rivers and 
drowning a great number of cattle.

Each set of transmitter 
and telepbone brings to the Bell Company 
therefore in annual rentals more than four 
times the original cost. The net earnings of 

the Bell Company for the year ended March 1. 

1885, were $1,710,892.69, and tne company, ac- 

cording to the statement of its officers to the 

committee, could have paid a 17 per cent divi- 

dend on its present stock. The company now 

owns 829,826 telephones, of which 32,442 are in 

Massachusetts. The receipts for rentals for the 

year ended March 1 amounted to $1,969, 442.74. 

The company has received in dividends on

change their minds

Hes—especially military service—made obliga- 
bory to the native-born populauon. without 
Having any intention of taking up a perma- 
nent abode in Germany or giving up the aavan- 
tawes connected with such residence. 
r. Kasson refused to give the consent of nis 
overnment to this proposition. On the con- 
trary, he asserted that the treaty did not ad- 
mit any difference in this relation between 
native and naturalized citizens, and that, ac- 
eording to the same treaty, every American 
citizen was entitled to reside in Germany as 
long as he wished, and as long as he obeyed the 
laws in a peaceful manner. 
As the matter stands at present both Govern- 
ments maintain firmly the correctness of their 
conception of the treaty. The German officials

New ORLEANS, La., May 17.—[{Special.]—An 
interesting experiment was made yesterday at 
Leeds’ foundry, in this city, in the smelting of 
a quantity of iron-ore from Claiborn Parish, 
in the northweste portion of this State, 
about twenty-five miles from Shreveport by 
rail or water, and near the line of the Vicks- 
burg, Shreveport & Texas Pacific Railroad. The 
boulder was picked up on the surface of the 
ground, and has been exhibited in the Louis“ 
ana department of the exposition for some 
time. It weighed about 350 pounds, and after 
bemg broken up was placed in the 
smelting-cupola and reduced to pig-iron, 
yielding. about 50 per centof pure metullic 
iron, the best Birmingham, Ala., ore only yield- 
ing 30 percent. The ore was found to be free 
from sulphur, therefore admitting of being 
manufactured into fine steel. Some of the ore 
bas been sent to the United States Mint here, 
where Dr. J. Albrecht assayed the specimen 
and found that it contained 75 per cent of 
sesqui oxide of iron, which is equal to 52 40-100 
per cent of metallic iron, 16 per cent of sand, 
and 8 60-100 per cent of soluble silicatis. The 
country in which the ore is found is a very 
rugged one, though the hilis are not very high. 
It appears to have been upheaved by voicanic 
action, and tne iron bowlders found their way 
thus to the surface. The supply of ore is prac- 
tically inexhaustible, and, as the quality of ore 
is much better below than above the surface, 
it is claimed that when shafts are sunk and the 
iron is mined it will yield better and more iron 
than any mine ip this country. It would seem 
from this that Louisiana will soon be ranked 
among the iron-producing States.

who saw a year or two after marriage the aus- 
band of her youth gradually neglecting her 
and seeking happiness in the society of another, 
who, although ten years older than the afore- 
mentioned y. w., and in days gone by not 
thought worthy of being mentioned in the same 
hour with ber, had miraculously so preserved 
the appearance of youth and freshness as to be 
simply irresistibie to the other sex. By a mere 
chance, it continues, the dejected y. w. hap- 
pens on an advertisement of Our Cream of 
Lilies.“ She purchases a bottle without real- 
ly knowing why—more to gratify. feminine 
curiosity than aught else; and for the same 
reason she applies the same to her’ weary 
face that evening just before the hour of 
the faithless husband's return.

Many of the dry-goods 
shops have a counter for soaps, 
perfumes, etc., and invariably with them one 
sees the cosmetics in bold array. Even the 
large grocers like Park and Tilford keep cos- 
metics regularly for sale and there is no longer 
any attempt at secrecy in buying them. A 
few years ago unless a woman were an actress 
—in which case she invariably stated the fact 
and that she wanted the cosmetics for stage 
use—all sorts of devices were resorted to for 
obtaining the box of rouge or liquid white. 
Now the Fifth avenue society lady asks with- 
out hesitation for the rouge Mme. Patti uses or 
the fard Mme. Scaichi recommends—indeed, 
the professional ladies not infrequently in a 
printed certificate bear witness to the merits 
of a certain preparation for lips or cheeks— 
just as you see the classical Mary Anderson 
attesting to the merite of a certain goap and 
the elasticity of somebody's duplex corset. 
Lillian Russell certified recently to the superior 
merits of some powder or cream which she 
said she was daily using with great satisfac- 
tion. The day before yesterday large biotches 
appeared on her face, so disfiguring ber looxs 
sbe bas not since been able to sing in her new 
Ole of Polly. The physicians assure ber the 
cause ot these ugly spots is in the cosmetics 
she has been using. Professional women are 
somewhat excusable for using paints and pow- 
ders moderately.

HEB PARADISE OF HERAT. 
Prof. Vambéry, the well-known Central Asian 
traveler, recently read a paper before the Eu- 
lish Society of Arts in which he gave the fol 
fow tng description of Herat: “Herat is tn 
truth, for a variety of reasons, a piace of un- 
usual importance, and among them are the 
agricultural, commercial, ethnic, and strategic 
advantages possessed by it, which I shall pro- 
ceed to point out. While I was still in the des- 
ert with my companions, in the north of the 
Paropamisus Mountains, they were never tired 
of repeating to me, Have but patience, We 
are nearing the biessed land; we are 
going to Herat. There the bread is whiter 
than the moon, water sweeter than the 
sugar: Lou can get there a pot of cream tor 
a farthing, the roast lamb is deliciousiy 
svory, and the most exquisit varieties of fruit 
canbe got for a mere trie.“ I arrived in 
Herat during the autumn, just after the city 
had passed through u siege of three years. 
‘She entire place was a shocking beap of ruins, 
the environs bad been despoiled Of all the 
and yet for all that, when I ventured 
inte ts more secluded valleys and saw and 
tasted of the rich variety of the products to 
be found there, I could not help marveling at 
the wonderfu! productiveness of the soil, I dis- 
covered that the statements of the geographers 
of ant y were by no Means exaggerated, 
and that the glowing accounts of my fel- 
low-travelers were strictly true. The soil 
of Herat is of inoredible fertility, and, with 
the exception of the cultivated oasis in the 
territory Of Zerefshan, there is not another 
spot in the whole of the Asiatic world between 
Siberia and India Which could vie for produc- 
tiveness with those valleys of the Paropamisns. 
The wheat ripens in June, and ranks in quality 
with the so-called Jerusalem wheat of Khiva. 
The grapes are much more palatable than the 
celebrated kinds from Bokhara, and superior 
even to the Tchansh grapes from the environs 
of Smyrna. The pears and apples are better 
than those so highly prized in Asia, known as 
Nathenzians; and the mutton ‘much more 
savory than that of Shiraz and Karaman, which 
is saying a great deal. The inhabitants of 
Herat have good wool in abundance for the 
fextiles required for their raiment, wood for 
their Ouildings, and a great variety of miner- 
als which are only awaiting exploitation. They 
not only have enough for themselves, but they 
are also supplying the surroudding country. 
Tuus has the rice ot Herat always beén one of 
the chief articles of food of the Turcomans of 
Merve and the Hesares in che East, while the 
fabrics of Herat,.such as carpets, furs, and dif- 
ferent varieties of leather, were Deing export- 
ed by them far and wide. I must make here 
particulier mention of the fact that not only in 
my time, or during this and the preceding cent- 
ury, bas Herat been a ruin; but ever since the 
decline of the Timuridea Herat became the 
2 of contention among the Persians, Af- 
ns, Usbegs, Turcomans, and Hear ves. * 55

It is a noticeable fact that in spite of seem- 
ingiy dull times yacht building goes on just 
the same, and the increase in the number of 
yachts every year continues to de nearly the 
same. This is particularly the case this year, 
and although yachting may be termed a very 
expensive sport yet such a fascination has 
sailing for the human race that they will indulge 
in it tho it comes bigh. There is no doubt 
but that the system of entertaining lavishly 
bas much to do with this extravagance, and 
could this be done away with all might enjoy 
asport which has no equal in all its many bene- 
ficial effects. Why not own boats in communt 
ties? There, for instance, is the Calumet Club. 
the Uaion Club, the Lilinois, and others, where 
men club together to purchase a house, eto. 
and all enjoy the results incommon. In a simi- 
lar way let three, five, or ten yachtsmen agree 
to purchase a boat, only stipulating in the 
agreement that the yacht shall always be under 
the control of a competent shipmaster and 
crew; then appoint a committee to manage 
affairs, ana if they do not do well fill their 
places with those who will: let the yacht sail 
for a cruise every Saturday; let ail expensive 
luxuries be avoided, and in this simple way 
yachting may be freely indulged in, and be- 
come, as it ought to be, the most popular of 
all summer amusements. 

The Lake Erie Association, taking a lesson 
from the international races held in Chicago 
two years ago, appears to be stirring things up 
in lively style, and expects to hold a general 
regatta the 16th and 17th of July. It is for 
their own association, though they might add 
considerabie interest to the event if they would 
invite the other lake clubs to join with them in 
agrand international regatta, and sail for the 
handsome Fisher Sloop Cup. This would add 
greatly to the general interest, and would 
atimutate yachting far more than anything cise, 
while at the same time it would help to in- 
crease and strengthen the International Lake 
Association. Putin Bay is the place selected, 
and is a lovely summer resort, and though per- 
haps there are better places tor a regatta it is 
plenty good enough, and a cruise hither is a 
very enjoyable oue.

The smaller lake clubs are waking up, and in 
another month’s time reyattas will be of al- 
most tri-weekly occurrence in all of them.

Stranding of the Schooner G. G. Hough- 
ton on Hog Isiand Reef, Lake 
Michigan. 


The grain fleet has been quite unfortunate this 
season. The S. J. Macy, the frst steamer through 
the straits from Chicdgo, went ashore and jetti- 
soned part of her cargo, and several sail craft were 
badly shaken up on the way down, their cargoes 
being more or less damaged by water. Word was 
received here yesterday that another of the grain 
fieet had got into trouble. A dispateh from 88. 
Ignace stated that the prop Roanoke, bound from 
Chicago for Buffalo with a cargo of 
corn, was ashore on Graham's shoal. 
It is not known whether or not se is in bad condl- 
tion, A tug is trying to get her of. The Roanoke 
is a wooden boat and formerly belonged to the old 
Commercial Line. She was seized here over & 
year ago at the instance of Mrs. Hamilton, who 
fell heir to the Holt estate. After lying in ordi- 
nary all last season she was sold this spring to J. 
E. and W. F. Bottsford of Port Huron. She 
was given some necessary repairs, but just before 
starting out the Government Inspectors con- 
demned her boiler. Consequently, it was neces- 
sary that she should be towed down, as her owners 
intended giving her a new boiler at Port Huron. 
She left Chicago a week ago Saturday in tow of the 
steam-barge Maine, but when a short distance be- 
low Mitwaukee the Maine became disabled and 
both were obliged to run back 
to Milwaukee. There the Maine gave up 
her contract and proceeded alone. A tug was sent 
from Port Huron to tow the Roanoke to her desti- 
nation, and she finally got away from Milwaukee 
last Thursday. Her cargo, consisting of 37,000 
bushels of corn, is fully insured. 

OTHER DISASTERS. 

J. 8. Dunham received a dispatch last evening 
stating that the schr Moselle of this port had gone 
ashore on North Point, North Bay, and 
was full of water. The crew was safe. 
Capt. Laur wanted a wrecking vessel sent at once, 
and arrangements were being made to send the tug 
Morford with a steam-pump. The Moselle is owned 
by Miller Bros, and is valued at about $5,000. She 
is not insured. North Point is about twelve miles 
from Death’s Door and is a bad place for a vessel 
to go ashore on account of the big bowlders that 
line the beach.

Their position fre- 
quentiy brought them into uncomfortable 
proximity to the fractious bucking ponies, 
which, having no respect for blue coats and 
brass buttons, more’ than once charged vio- 
lently into the crowd and put whole squads of 
officers to flight; whereupon, of course, the 
ponies were loudly cheered. Another embar- 
rassing circumstance was that the audience 
persisted in regarding the Pawnee war-dance— 
an intensely solemn Geremonial—as a bit of 
pure humor, to the obvious disgust of the dan- 
cing braves, who looked thorougbly disheart- 
ened at such sallies as Rats!“ ** Whoop er up 
there, Jim!” * Dosy—do!”’ at the most critical 
points in their performance.

ETHICAL CULTURE. 


W. M. SALTER ADDRESSES THE SOCIETY ON THE 
SUBJECT OF PRIVATE PROPERTY. 


William M. Salter spoke yesterday before the 
Society of Ethical Culture at Hershey Hall 
upon the subject of * Private Property.” The 
right of property, he said, is never absolute, 
since even if we could create a thing we 
should not be at liberty to use it to the injury 
of rs. But we can create nothing, and 
hence the right of property is necessarily 
limited. 

Mr. Salter considered the basis of property 
to be the obvious advantage to society of per- 

individuals to treat certain objects as 
their own. Men teel, moreover, that they

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“These are the brains of Colorado cattle, 
just slaughtered and fresh.“ said a gray-haired 
man to the keeper of a restaurant on Madison 
street yesterday. Tue sold all but ee 
dozen, and you cat have om for 8.“ 
restaurantkeeper showed a disposition to nee 
chase and asked the man to disclose his wares. 
In a short time the brains were removed from 
a bucket and placed on a large platter. They 
were covered with coagulated blood and looked 
anything but palatable, but the seller 
said that a wash in warm water 
and salt would remove the objectionable 
features and impart to the brains a wholesome 
odor. He was given his price, and was told that 
the restaurant was a ready market for all such 
viands. 

“Yes, the brains of cattle are a treat at this 
season of the year,“ said the caterer, but we 
have difficulty in securing a supply. A great 
many people are infatuated with sweetbreads, 
especially those whose stomachs are of the 
weak sort. Now, the brains of cattie are in 
greater demand than sweetbreads, and when it 
becomes known that the dish can be se- 
cured here epicures from ali parts of 
the city will pay me a visit. More- 
over, the dish is a nutritious one, and 
when prepared by a French cook is fit for the 
gods, Yea, II seli those at 60 cents per order, 
and you can see that there is quite a profit in 
them. The cause of the small supply is at- 
tributed to the manner in which cattle are 
kijlea in Chicago. One would think that where 
thousands of cattle are slaughtered daily there 
would be an abundance of brains, but such is 
not the case, Some of the butchers kill their 


cattle by stoving in their ekulis witha sledge- 


bammer. Others shoot them through the brains, 
and when cattle are killed that way the brains are 
unfit for food. The blood coagulates there, 
and besides the brains aresmashed into a jeily. 
They have to be taken out whole and handled 
carefully in order to dispose of them to custo- 
mers.“ 

The little man who makes a living dy sup- 
plying restaurants with brains was seen, and 
he agreed with the caterer. He said: Pack- 
ers have no use for the brains of cattle, and, 
in fact, itis the only part of the beef that is 
not used. Asa dish it is the finestin the rvs- 
taurant line, but it is hard to get em. 
When the butcher severs the head from the 
body and removes the tongue, I take the head 
one side and with a chisel remove the front of 
the skull. A couple of twists of a knife blade 
remove the little chords and out it drops. 
Without much difficulty I can get two dozen a 
day. Iseil them for $2 per dozen, so you see 
it’s not a bad business.“ 

d Do you have to pay anything for them?” 

„Not anything to speak of. Maybe I buy 
half a dollar's worth of beer for the butchers 
at dinner time. I can well afford to do that.”

Violin Playing the Latest Fad Among 
the Cuitured Young Philadel- 
phia Ladies. 


A General Mania for Purchasing Old Orock- 
ery How Ex-Attorney- General Brew- 
ster Made His Way Up, 


PHILADELPHIA, Pa., May 15.—[Special Cor- 
respondence. No Chicagoan interested in the- 
atricals who comes East should tail to run out 
to the Edwin Forrest Home, about half an hour 
by rail from this city. Anything more delight- 
ful than à visit to the unique institution in 
these spring days could bardly be imagined. 
The roomy structure stands in the midst of a 
farm that is as well kept asa garden. A broad 
lawn sweeps down from the great door, 
dotted here and there with shbade- 
trees, the walks bordered by shrubs 
and flowers. Standing under the trees, 
one sees the placid Delaware River, so near 
that a stone might be thrown into it. Here 
under the leaves the eleven old actors who are 
the residents of the home sit in the summer 
days and chat of bygone triumphs. Within 
the house there are numderless things of 
beauty to gladden the eye. Pictures are on all 
the walls, suits of armor gleam fitfully in dark 
corners, and bits of strange bric-t-brac adorn 
carved brackets. Seven thousand books form 
the library, enough to afford an intellectual 
treat to eleven times eleven students. The H- 
brary was that collected by Edwin Forrest him- 
self. It is very largely of a theatrical 
character, and affords no end of delight to the 
recipients of the dead tragedian’s charity. One 
can hardly ever enter the room without find- 
ing some of the oid men with chair tilted back 
and feet on table poring over an old tome. 

Their interest in the world of the theatre 
never flags. Their heroes, of course, are ali 
in the past, but none of them fail to watch the 
careers of the new kmgs and queens of the 
mimic stage. There is one old man, for in- 
stance, Thoman by name, who supported 
the elder Booth. To him the dead 
actor is the greatest exponent of 
histrionism that ever lived or while 
human achievements remain finite the great- 
est that ever shall live. Not a spark of genius, 
declares he, does his bero’s son Edwin possess; 
yet he will not deny Edwin credit for a fair 
measure of ability. The old man will talk upon 
this subject and of the drama of his youth for 
hours at a time, and tell many a good story of 
men and women dead and already forgotten 
who in their day won the applause of multi- 
tudes. There is nothing of the rigor or un- 
pleasantness of the ordinary asylum in 
life at the home. The income is much 
more than there is any possible use for, and 
the inmates are treated to the best of every- 
thing. Their chief reereation is the stage. 
They are furnished with the means whenever 
desired to come into town, and all ot them, 
aged as they are, make a point of seeing ail 
the anew plays. 

THE FIDDLE IN SOCIETY. 

The young ladies of Philadeiphia’s fashion- 
able society have taken up a new hobby—the 
fiddie. It bas grown to be almost as great a 
rage as the skating-rink in less fashion- 
able sets. I understand tat the 
wrinkle was brought from Boston 
by One of our giris, who attended a wedding 
there.

Classes for the study of the violin,“ as one 
‘musical maiden put it, exist in almost every 
biock. The outiay for instruments is often 
extravagant. One young |! has what she 
deciares is a Stradivarius a hundred and fifty 
years old. She has had it, for some ex- 
traordinary reason, inlaid with pearl. The ad- 
dition has quite ruined its tone. Still, that 
doesn’t. matter since she has made 
the instrument an oddity and can say 
that its cost has been nearly $700. 
Another young lady has a fiddie that she de- 
clares was a favorit one of Paganini’s. It that 
is true Paganini’s ear must have been formed 
on a different basis from that of people who 
make no pretension: o mysical genius. But 
then, it is possible the violin’s extraordi- 
nary tone may be que in some degree to the 
fact that it is all up in, old gold ribbons. 
The young lady's teacher warned her that the 
tight bands would impair the quality of 
the tones. The young woman answered 
that the difference didn’t seem much 
to her mind, and in any event she was deter- 
‘mined to retain the ribbons, because they 
suited her complexion. Thus is art sacrificed 
to vanity.. A class including some of the 
wealthiest and most fashionable young ladies 
in town is now hard. at practice with the pur- 
pose of giving an early summer musical re- 
cital for the benefit of the poor-excursion 
fund. There isu’t one of them who could 
not easily afford to give the society 
twice as much as the performance can 
possibly realize, but if they did that 
they would have no opportunity of exhib- 
iting their newest accomplishment. I asked an 
old French musician; who is teaching the fid- 
die to some young ladies, what he thought of 
their playing. ‘** Well,” said he, to perform 
well on the violin means that you have given 
to it years and years of study and patience.

MOUNTAIN LIONS. 


THERESA TALLERT’S GALLANT FIGHT IN 
DEFENSE OF HER FLOCK OF GOATS. 

Portland (Ore.) Letter: A. J. Bruner of 

Houston, Idaho, who arrived here today, tells 


a most remarkable story of the experiences of 
a woman rauchero with mountain lions. The 
foothilis of Eastern Idaho are admirably 
adapted to the raising of Angora goats, and 
many stockmen are finding them more profit- 
able than sheep. Among these is D. B. Haw- 
ley, who pastures his goats largely along the 
Little Lost River. In his smploy isa young 
German woman named Theresa Tallert. Be- 
sides being good looking she is as hthe and 
active in mounting her cayuse as the most dar- 
ing cowboy. She bad charge of 500 of the goats, 
and lived alone in a cabin built contiguous to a 
strong stockade, in which the goats were piaced 
every night. 

Last week, while Miss Theresa was occupied 
at her cabin, the animals came home pell-mell, 
an hour ahead of the usual’time, and raising a 
great cloud of dust. They were frightened, 
and the woman, divining that some wild ani- 
mal was in pursuit, locked them in, and rode 
out a mile or go to reconnoitre. Seemg no in- 
truder, she returned, and after preparing her 
evening meal she rétired. 

She had been asleep about three hours, she 
said afterward, when she was awakened by the 
low growl of her dog Badger, who occupied 
the cabin with her. Rubbing her eyes, she 
heard the goats racing around the stockade. 
She seized an ax, and, gliding around the back 
way, entered the gate and crouched against the 
cabin, the long eaves of which obscured the 
light of the rising moon. Scarcely had she 
done so when four mountain lions dashed past 
in pursuit of the terrified. goats. She dashed 
at them and so surprised even the beasts that 
they turned and fied over the stockade wall. 
Hardly had they disappeared when two others, 
from the centre of the corral, came bounding 
toward her, Never wavering, the heroine 
wielded the ax so effectually that she cut one 
of them in the ham to the bone, whereupon they 
also leaped the barriers und Next 
morning fifty of the goats lay dead upon the 
ground, while thirty more were so badly 
wounded that fourteen have since died. The 
throats of the dead had been cut by the teeth 
of mountain lions. 

This story is also vouched for by Frank Lamb 
and Ed Schofield, who purchased some of the 
skins of the slain goats. The stockmen of East- 
ern Idaho are organizing to kill off the mount- 
ain lions, now grown so plentiful. 


“ PERIQUE” TOBACCO. 

The genuine Perique tobacco can only 
be grown on Grand Point Ridge, a slight eleva- 
tion from a balf-mile to two miles wide, and 
extending for seven miles ina direction paral- 
lel to the Mississippi and about one mile to the 
north of it, in St. James Parish, Louisiana. 
About .twenty-five planters grow it, and the 
total amount produced is some 75,000 pounds. 
The curing is expensive. and it requires great 
care and special knowledge to roll, press, and 
manufacture it so that all the thick, tarry 
juice which gives it the strong lustre and deli- 
cate flavor which distinguish it shall be reab- 
sorbed after it exudes under pressure.

In this, too, was the opportunity afforded for 
strong-minded women of all sorts to thrust 
their views and opinions upon a suffermg 
public. But this was popular temperance 
work, because it gave the orator the chance to 
portray the evils arising from the use of strong 
drink and descant upon the poverty-stricken 
condition of the drunkard's family. We know 
all these things, however. Everybody knows 
all about them, though there was no doubt 
great good accomplished by their being shown 
up in their true light. 
In preaching what be chose to call an un- 
temperance sermon, the preacher took 
as his text t utterance of St. Paul, * Bus 
I keep my body down.“ St. Paul appreciated 
as much as anybody the vast difference de- 
tween the body and the soul. The tendency of 
tne latter is upward, but that of the former is 
downward, though the soui will ultimately tri- 
umph. The preacher divided his sermon into 
sections; the first part dealt with be- 
ing intemperance of the body. How 
many men were there who wore

perately, and yet were such slaves to their 
stomachs that.they paid inordinate attention

to the table and by their gluttony speedily* 


ruined their digestions? These men must have 
their cigars, too, at the proper time and as 
many per day as they wanted, or they would 
make it very disagreeable for all around them. 
How many wives were there who made honie 
so unbappy for their husbands that the latter 
naturally wish for a club—to go to—to get out 
of the way and thus get rid of the wifely in- 
temperance of temper? All specimens 
of intemperance of the body, outside of 
the particular one of filling the stomach with 
liquor, are as bad and have as evil conése- 
quences as that of undue indulgence in strong 
drink. St. Paul said, I keep my body down. 
That is what we should try to do, and let the 
soul triumph. 8 | 

The clergyman then dwelt upon the intem- 
perance of the tongue, that flery member which 
so often caused untold suffering because its 
owner had neglected to control it. No one 
could teil or imagine the evil which had 
been wrought in the world because peo- 
ple did not know what to say 
and what to keep to themselves, or because 
they wilfully allowed their tongues to wag in 
order to inflict needless pain. Are there not 
thse, he asked, of whose tongues you are 
afraid, and are you not alsoaware that there 
may be those who are quite as much afraid of 
yours ? 

The point upon which the most stress was laid. 
however, was the intemperance characteristic 
of people in the pursuit of pleasure. There 
is the bail-room, the theatre, the skating-rink, 
and a thousand and one other methods of en- 
joyment, and yet there were some who never 
became sated. The hours ot the evening were 
not l enough to devote to their pleasures, 
and he had been reading in an Eastern paper 
of a plan now being perfected in New York 
whereby great blocks of houses are to be 
built, to be occupied by people who 
intend to keep bouse according to some 
sort of codperative scheme.

THE REV. J. L. JONES. 

“The New Problems in Church Archi- 
tecture’’ was the theme on which the Rev. J. 
L. Jones spoke at All Souls’ Unitarian Church 
yesterday morumg. Architecture, he said, in 
its broadest interpretation, was the finest of 
the fine arts, and its most potent mistress had 
been and would continue to be religion. The 
aroliitects’ greatest achievements were em- 
bodied in the t@mples of the race. Often 
where truth had escgped beauty had been 
caught and embodied. Of all temples, doubt- 
less the Gothic Cathedral was the greatest, 
and the great minsters of the middle ages were, 
all things considered, the sublimest projection 
of the human mind into matter. Yet in the 
face of all this appreciation he would frankly 
say the cathedral-building age had gone, 
never again to return in the old form; and 
that) every church built today after the con- 
ventional, cathedral type was at best an 
obvious anachronism. 

* break,” continued the preacher, “ witb 
the Gothic architecture in our churches for 
the following reasons: First, it is too expen- 
sive. The complexities and multifarious in- 
terests of modern life make it not only impos- 
sible but undesirable to mass the resources of 
an entire community upon asingie church. 
Magnitude is an indispensable element in 
Gothie architecture. Make a perfect model of 
York Minster ten feet high and most of its 
beauty is gone. The Gothic type is for Cathol- 
icism not Protestantism, and cannot be suc- 
cessfully realized except where communities 
and generations combine their resources and 
ir savings. The great church large 
enough to shelter an entire neignborhood 
must give way to the finer ideal of many 
smaller homes where many bands of fellow- 
workers gather into the closer bonds of home 
relations. Study carefully the church build- 
ings on Chicago's proudest avenues, and, artis- 
tically speaking, you will find them but deluded 
fragments of a cathedral, wanting in harmony 
and symmetry, whose beggarly outlines, how- 
ever, bave cost so much that wealthy men 
and pastors are smothered under their 
mortgages. They are but gloomy piles, need- 
ing all tne fervor and enthusiasm that Sunday 
can command to meit the six days’ frigidity of 
unsympathetic idieness. In the face of the 
many nobie things that languish for want of 
money the piling up of such non-productive 
capital is simply wicked, and the fact that it is

THE WESTERN AVENUE CHURCH. 

' The dedication services of the Western Ave- 
nue Methodist Episcopal Church, which were 
begun Sunday, May 10, closed last night with 
the formal dedication of the new building by 
the Rev. Dr. Luke Hitchcock, Presiding Elder 
of the Chicago District. There were seated 
in the great auditoriam ot the beauti- 
ful new church over 2.000 people who 
took partin the exercises by reading respon- 
sively with the Rev. A. W. Patten, singing and 
contributmek money to apply on the small 
amount the church owes on the building. 
Scripture lessons were read by the Revs. J. 
M. Caldwell and R. D. Sheppard, and bmer- 
son’s hymn, **‘ Beautiful Are Thy Towers was 
sung by a chorus. 

The Rey, Alexander Youker made a short 
address, saying he had seen some grand 
churches ruined by poor preachers. If the 
preacher was cold the congregation would get 
so. A cold church might freeze out a live 
minister, but some preacher bad let down the 
bars or there would not be a cold church to be- 
gin with. He looked for this church to have 
a future full of faith and fire. 

The Rev. A. W. Patten, pastor of the Ada 
Street Methodist Church, also made a few re- 
marks. | 

The Rey. William H. Burns, pastor of the 
church, made an appeal for money, which was 
met with several subscripticus ranging from 
$25 downwards. He read a letter from the Rev. 
R. S. Martin of Lafayette, Ind., who was con- 
verted in the old building. The Sunday-school 
children contributed $1,000 to the cost of the 
edifice, and a number of women have been un- 
tiring in their efforts raising money. The build- 
ma cost about $383,000. Of this $10,500 was 
subscribed March 30, and this sum was all col- 
lected except 5 per cent. The church came up 
to dedication with an indebtedness of $11,000, 
but $7,000 of this was raised a week ago. The 
new edifice is one of the most commodious and 
elegantiy-equipped sanctuaries in the city and 
a credit to the neigbborhood in which it stands. 


. OTHER CHURCH MATTERS, 
CHARLESTON, S. C., May 16.—[Special. }—The 
Episcopal Diocesan Convention which has been 
in session in Columbia bas for three days been 
wrestling with the color question, to the great 
amusement of the outside public. The Epis- 
copal Diocesan Convention has in point of 
fact been wrestling with the color questidh for 
a good many years. The latest phase of the 
question arose in this way: Of late years an 
Episcopal congregation known as St. Marks 
has sprung into existence in this city, It is 
composed of the élite of the colorea people 
here, most of them mulattoes, and many of

has been the especial pet of some of the clergy- 
men, who have devoted a’ good deal of their 
efforts to the extension of the influence of the 
church among the colored people. A native 
Charleston colored man was educated to the 
priesthood and was its firat colored rector. He 
died, however, before be obtained recognition 
in the. diocesan convention. The successor is 
the Hey. H. C. Bishop, an educated mu- 
latto, who was regularly ordained to 
the priesthood. Mr. Bishop attended the meet- 
ing of the convention and was returned 
by the Bishop of the diocege on his regular list 
of recognized clergy. Some of the lay dele- 
gates attempted to pass a motion to revise the 
Bishop's list of clergymen, and in this way the 
discussion arose which has occupied the time 
of the convention for three days. The Bishop

vored the admission of the colored clergyman. 
It should be stated that none of the colored 
churches—there are three in the State—sent 
lay delegates to the convention. The lay and 
clerical delegates divided, the laymen opposing 
the admission of the colored clergymen 
and the clergymen urging it.

IMPURE WATER.

ing the City of Plymouth. He says: “ The 
well-water is from a well owned by Mr. James 
McAlarney, a prominent merchant and an es- 
teemed citizen of Plymouth. His family of 
seven children have been stricken with the 
epidemic, one of them, a young man 21 years 
of age, having died afew days ago. The rest 
are getting better, but are not well by any 
means. Mr. McAlarney reports that they have 
used the well-water fora good many years in 
preference to the hydrant water, excepta short 
time this syiring—about two weeks in March— 
when his well went dry. When the frost came 


out of the ground, about the Ist of April, he 
commenced using the well-water again. About 
this time the fever broke out in his family. 
Just previous to their resorting to the weil- 
water his son James, now deceased, was taken 
down with the fever. He says the well was 
dredged out wher it was found to be 
dry, in order to get rid ot the ged. 
ment in the bottom. The well is walled in 
with stone, and is about twenty feet deep. It 
ig situated about forty or fifty feet from the 
9 which is walled in with brick. The 
and is river bottom, and the well penetrates 
several seams of gravel. As nearly ali the 
family are sick I thought it best to send this 
water for atest. But very few families in the 
town use well-water. Some few use cistern 
water. The vast majority, probably nine- 
tenths of the people, use the hydrant water, a 
sample jug of which is also sent for analysis. 
This is supplied by the Plymouth Water Com- 
pany from a running mountain-stream, and an 
artesian weil, which water is gathered in a suc- 
cession of three dams or reservoirs. These 
dams are not inclosed, and cattie and other 
animals have free access to them. They gather 
and hold the water from the mountain-sides 
and receive the decayed vegetation and leaves 
of the forest-trees. As there is nothing to 
guard against these impurities finding their 
way into the dams, the people generally get the 
benefit of it all in their drinking and cooking 
water drawn from the hydrants. 

There are some who attribute the epidemic 
to the water, while others insist it is caused by 
the stagnant water from cesspools, sinks, and 
the kitchen-slops and offal of all kinds, which 
is thrown out and is permitted to flow t gh 
the open gutters. In many places this refuse 
forms into pools of stagnant water, which very 
soon becomes quite offensive. I noticed sever- 
ai places where the drainage oozed from the 
ground in thé yards and gardens of residents, 
where it remains until evaporated by the san’s 
rays, as there Is no artificial drainage or sewer- 
age to carry itoff. The town needs a syatem 
of sewerage and needs it badly. When I pub- 
lished the Plymouth Record there afew years 
ago l predicted just this state of affairs and 
urged the citizens to take the proper action, 
but they were appealed to in vain. Ten thou- 
sand dollars would have placed the town in 
good sanitary condition and would have saved 
them this disastrous pestilence, unless it is the 
result of th® water used for domestic purposes. 

% The town contains about 8,000 inhabitants, 
one-tenth of whom are now prostrated with the 
fever, whichis not abating, and which, I am 


afraid, will increase with the advent of warmer | 


weather.“ 

The result of the examination of the water 
by Prof. R. C. Kedzie is shown in the follow 
ing communication. It ought to set at rest 
any question as to the cause of this terrible 
epidemic, and serve as an impressive warning 
to other communities: .

ters, but never found one so utterly unfit for 
use. It belongs to the dung-heap rather than 
the dinner-pot. It swarms with the low forms 
of life in countless numbers. The hydrant 
water contains the same animalcules, but in 
smaller number. 

The examination of this water awakens sur- 
prise, not that many are sick in Plymouth, but 
that any should be well.
